Tile iK'iformance of I’ol.vmelian. a son of tlie 
fainoiis English sire, IVdynielus. was an esino-ially 
notewortliy one. for he shouldered 119 iM)iinds, s«*t a 
fast and stead.v pa<v from the start and won in 
easy fashion from last year’s champion two-year- 
<dd. Sun Briar, George Starr taking third place. 
Quick in getting in action, though somewhat of a 
bad iK»st actor, he niov«*<l into a clear h-ad at once, 
with Sun Briar his closest attendant, and continued 
to mIiow the wa.v for the entire rauv*. A sliglitl.v 
widt* stret<-h turn cjiused him some loss of ground, 
but on tile whole he held to his task ill good style 
and withstiKsl tlie challenge of Sun Briar. The 
time of the rac«*. 1 :10%, reilucs'd the former mark 
for the distaue<‘, held b.v E. F. t'oone.v’s then three- 
year-old I’nnch Bowl, made August 3, 1914. while 
canyiiig 113 iKiiinds. 

The other suc<i“ssfiil one to <-arr.v the Coe colors 
was tlie filly I.<i<-ework. b.v the American-brisl 
Tracirj'.

Date for Dispersal Mot Definitely Set, but Is Likely 
to Follow Saratoga Meeting. 

L'xiiigtoii. K.V., August 2. — The date of the dis- 
jM'rsal sale of Jolin E. Madden’s great string of 
tlioroiiglibreds. ending his career as a breeder of 
r:iee horses, has not .vet Iks'ii annoiine«*d, hut it is 
niiderstiMMl liere that it will take place on tlie farm 
immediately at tlie close of tlie Saratoga meeting, 
or just befon* tlie holding of the fall meeting of tlie 
Kentucky Assmiation. for wliieli dates have not yet 
lK*<*n aiiinuineed. 

It is probable that it will surpass the Wiekliffe 
Stud sales here last January, at which $22.5.0lM) worth 
of thorouglibred liorsi’s w«T«* sold In one afterniMin. 
Mr. Madden, it is said, will devote the breeding 
establislimeiit, wldeli covers some 2..500 aeros, to 
the i.iirsiiits of agrienltiire ami cultivated fields 
will suecm-d the pn-sent bine grass pastures. 

Aliproxiniately ^l.lKMt.OOO wortli of tiioroiiglihred 
and trotting Iiorses have been iired and sold from 
tliis farm during its o|K‘r:iti»n by Mr. Madden, cov- 
ering a quarter of a eentnry. 

Hamburg is probably the greatest of ail the horses 
owned h.v Mr. Madden. Hanihnrg in liis two-year- 
old year, won tin* Great Eastern. Great Tri;il. the 
Double Event. Congress Hall, tlie Flasli, the Rising 
Generation and, in fact, nearl.v every iiii|Hirt.‘iiit race 
for isdts of ills age, witli the exception of the Fu- 
turity, for wliieh he was not eligible. He was s«dd 
hy Mr. Madden in tlie winter following lijs most sne- 
eessfiil two-year-old s»*ason to JIareiis Dal.r for 
. 940 . 000 . As a three-year-old he captured the Reali- 
zation. tlie ricliest stake for tliree-year-olds in 
America, as well as tlie Brigliton Cup. 

Mr. Madden, in hris*ding Sir JIartin. had tlie- dis- 
tinction of having prodiicisl the only American-bred 
liorse to go to the post in tlie English Derby a line 
nonneed favorite. Hi* won the Trial Stakes and 
something over $70,600 h«*fore he was s<dd to an 
Anieriean. living in England, one Lniis Winans. 
In tlie i-olors of AVinaiis he won tin- Coronation Cup, 
and is now in tlie stud of Ids owner near Brigliton, 
England. 

In the list of stallions at various times owned at 
Hamhurg Pla<-e luive lK*en Mirtlifiil. 11 liigh-elass 
raei* horse and tlie sire of many winners; Ogden, 
a Fntiirit.v'fci'iniier and a grt*at siieis'ss in tlie stud; 
Plamlit. winner of the Kentiiek.v IV-rhy; Star ShiKit. 
the . leading Anieriean money-winning stallion for 
four years, two in sucei'ssion, and Ormoiidale, a 
Futurity winner. 

OGDEN SECOND IN THE UST. 

Ogden for two years lias been second in tin* list 
of winning sin*s and is hy Kilwarlin — Oriole, by 
Bend Or. Plaudit Is by Hiniyar, and from the fa- 
mous hromlmare Cinden-lla. Onnondale is a grand- 
son of Ormonde, the horse of tlie century on the 
English turf. 

Added to tliis list must Ik* mimed I'ncle. wliieli 
liorsi* raced in the i-olors of Mr. Gladden, who was 
the first to patronize the son of Star Slioot after his 
retirement to the" stud. Fourteen mares from Ham- 
burg IMaee were sent to I'liele and among their 
Iirmliiee one finds tlie names of Old Ros<‘hud and 
Little Nephew, stake winners, the former a Keii- 
tnek.v Derby winner and easily the best horse of his 
day. 

Ballot, by Voter — Cerito, by I»wland Chief, sire 
of nineteen two-year-old winners in 1916, now the 
proiK-rty of Charles H. Berrjman and in tlie stud 
at Sakonnet Farm on the Paris aiel Lexington pike, 
was iMiiiglit by Mr. Madd<*ii from tlie late James U. 
K(H*ne while the horse was at Newmarket, England, 
for a prH*e of $20.IMMt and as tlie stallion was after- 
ward sold to the late J. B. Haggin for something 
like $.50,000, it is proliable he would have topiu-d the 
sale at tin* dispersal of the estate laid he Ikk'Ii r**- 
tiiined and offensl with the others sold at that time.

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RACING OF A CENTURY AGO IN ENGLAND 

l< 0 iie Distances, Great Weights and Small Values 

Characteristic of the Turf of Long-Gone Days. 

lh“<-i<l*‘<lly iiiibiKMl with <|iiiiiut features is a rt'cent 
reniinise*-iit aeesuint of some racing occurreiK'es at 
tVarwi«'k, Kiiglaud. a lniiidred years ago. The wide 
difference Is-tween racing and racing values of tliat 
tini<‘ and the present are i>ict uresquely presented. 
Tin'll, as also in this country at tlie same time, the 
liiglM'st -class horses were raced over long distances 
• in heats *aiid for sums that now seem ridiculously 
small. In his account of ancient Warwick racing, 
Angnr, of Ixindon itiHirtiug Life, says: 

"It is interesting to note that racing at Warwick 
was one of the earliest institutions. I find record of 
rais-s at Warwick in 1770, when on the twenty-ninth 
of -Viigust five horsi's ran two four-mile heats for a 
plate of ."iO iKiunds. a Mr. llerliert’s Sparkler, a five- 
year-<dd. winning lioth heats. There was more va- 
riety alxiut the sjKirt on the following day, when 
five animals had to run four heats of four miles for 
a .70 ismiid plate, as the first three heats were won 
l.y a diffi-rent horse ea<-h time. The winner of the 
third heat — a Mr. I>'iitoii’s sis-.vear-old. North Bri- 
ton — must have la*en a real good stayer, for he won 
the fourth heat also. Racing one horse sixteen 
mil.-s for .70 iKinmls would horrify some of our 
presi'iit da.v owners, who would want to keep their 
animals in cotlon-wisd ever after. But there was 
iH'tter siK.rt at Warwick later on, as just one hun- 
<lred .vears ago in SeptemlH-r there were seven events 
de<-ide«l during two days, and on the second day 
then- was the following rac»»: 

"Gold Cup. valiM' KKl guineas, the rest in sp«'cie, 
a sul*s<'riptiou of ten guineas each, with twenty 
guineas addisl by the stewards, for all ages; four 
miles.

. 7 <( iMiumls, given by the iiu'inliers,’ which I take

LATEST DEVELOPMENTS OF GREAT WAR 



-Vccording to tlie late Associated Press dispatches, 
the battle on tlie front north of the Marne re- 
solv«‘d itself during Tliiirsday night .and Friday 
morning into nlmost a general retinmient of the 
enemy iiortli of tlie Onreq. witli tlie allies pursuing 
the Germans witli tlie greatest zeal and siH-cess. 

Tiie town of Harteniies-et-Taiix was oeenpied by 
the .allies, who also seized the wood lying to the 
sontli of tills mosV important pla«*. The Frencli 
and Britisli in tills sector took Contremain and tlien 
crossed tlie Cliateau Tliierry-Soissons road. 

Tlie Germans are hiiriiing villages as tliey retire 
and destroying everything tliey eomo across. The 
entire battle field is dotted witli conflagrations, 
some of tliem of large proportions. 

-\Iiing tlie center of the front, ns well .as on 
tlie westerly side, the German resist.aiiee seemed 
gre.atly diminished. Tlie allies pressed tlirongh a 
series of tliickets to the north of tlie road leading 
from Goiiss.aiicourt to Conloiiges and reached tlie 
southern part of Vezilly wood. 

B.attering tlieir path through strong German de- 
fenses, allied tiawips liave made siihstniitial gains 
on either side of Fere-En Tardenois. Fierce figlitiiig 
eontinnes on both sectors with the enemy Iwiiig 
for<a*d back steadily. 

Taking advantage of tlie two salients driven into 
the German lines. Gener.al Fwh laiinelied heavy at- 
tacks and their results already have proved the 
value of tlie iMisitions. 

AVest of Fert' tlie salient lias been widmied. 
wliile east .and sniitlieast tlie Germans in the sm;ill 
pocket Indween Sergy and Roinigiiy are in a fair 
way to lH>ing cut off eompletely. 

t'onib.-its of tlie greatest intensity marked the 
allied forward movement Thursday and Tliiirsday 
evening. Tlie Germans used every natural advantage 
to the full and had protected tlielr jHisitions with 
pleiit.v of barbed wire and hundreds of macliine 
guns. 

Seven limidrod prisoners were captured by the 
Freneli, Britisii and -Americans, bringing to total 
for tlie second Marne battle to over 34,000. Be- 
tween July 15 and July 30. 3.3.400 Gormans were 
captured by the allies, besides many guns, great 
inimliers of maeliino guns and large quantities 
of material of all kinds. 

Surging forward hetwetui tlie Oiireii and Plessier 
Iliileii. west of Dere, British and French troops 
captured Cramoisi-lle and Cramaille and import.-iiit 
lieiglits and are approaching the hills around the 
head waters of the ('rise. F'roni tlieir new positions 
tlie FraiK-o- British forces outflank the German line 
northwanl to Soissoiis, wliich has been virtually 
nncliaiiged since the first days of the allied counter- 
offensive. I’liey also tlireateii tlie strong enemy 
IMisition in the woods north of Fere. 

At t'rninaille tlie allies are within seven miles of 
Bazoilies, one of tlie two German bases along 
tiie Oiircq, the otlier being Fismes. It is rejairted 
unofficially tliat the Germans have begun n retreat 
from Laiiuoy, two miles iiortli of Graiiil Rozoy. 

East and southeast of Fere, -American and I'rench 
troops carried tlie burden of tlie day as siieeessfiill.v 
as tlieir comrades to tlie west. Here the salient 
driven in earlier in the week by the Americans 
was utilized as the starting |M>int of a fiirtlier ad- 
vance. This, with the French blow on the eastern 
flank, wliieli resiilteil in the capture of Romigny. 
Plata's tlie Germans in tlie V-sliaiied pwket sontli- 
west of \'ille-En-Tardenois in a most difficult iwsi- 
tion, from wliich they will b«\ve trouble escaping. 

Tlie .Americans, in dcsiH-rate hand-to-hand fighting, 
in whicli tlie enemy only gave up a iiositioii when he 
was overwhelmed by slieer force, advanced north- 
eastward fioiii Sergy almost to Canibry and east- 
wanl from Sergy to tlie Meiiiiiere wood, the 
northern iiart of wliieli tliey (M-enphal. Freneli 
trisqis gained Cierges. west of Meiiniere xvoimI and 
pressed on. conildeliiig tlie capture of the entire 
wiHid. A line drawn eastwaril from rraniaille, held 
by the French, leaves St. Gemiiie, tlie a|iex of tlie 
A’ salient east of Fere, six miles to tlie south. T3ius 
till* Germans would liave to retire a maximum of 
six miles to idaee tlieir line east of Fere on a hori- 
zontal witli tliat to tlie west. 

.Aiiparently tlie German i-rown prince has resolved 
to liold ills pn'seiit line at all costs anil to go nortli- 
ward to tlie line of tlie A'esle only liefore allied 
pressure. Reliorts from the battle zone say the 
Germans are figliting to the bitter end and seldom 
retire. 'I'lie crown prims* also se<>ms to have made 
every effort to organize his defenses as well as 
time and nllied attacks iK-rmitted. 

Notwitlistanding this rt>sis(aiiis> and tlie evident 
intention to figlit ratlier tliaii to witlidraw, the 
allies eontinne to progress in tlie center of the 
ISK-ket. General Fm-li’s iKiliey sei>ms to lie to ham- 
mer liard at viilnerahle iioints and tliiis ease tlie 
way for gains on adj.-ieeiit sectors. Tliese taeties 
liroiiglit worth wliile g:iins Tliiirsday and appear 
likely to provide more.

Not 
one of the tliri*** systems earned exm-usi-s for tlie 
year ending June 30. 1915. the eomliiiied deficit 
l6*ing $:i.50,(88).

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 

General von I.iidendorff is universally blameil 
for tlie west front disaster, according to advices 
from German sonri'es, wliieli deidiire In* will be 
siiin*rseded by Field Marslial von Alaekensen. wlio 
lias been summoned to imperial Iieadqinirters from 
tin* east. A Ziirieh dispateli says von Ilindenlmrg 
participated in a recent eoiifer«*nee at headquarters 
.and neeiised Lndendorff of mismanagement and im- 
prndenee. Lndendorff placed the resiionsibility on 
bis sultordinates. 

Federal aetion. wliieii will make imssible the col- 
lection of a 6-cent fare on tlie surface and elevated 
lines of Cliieago, is exp<*cted in the near future, fol- 
lowing tlie awani of the AVar I-alxir Board in in- 
creasing the pay of the motomien and eoiidiietors 
by 9 cents an hour, or aliout 40 ix*r cent. Officials 
of tlie lines affected say that the only way oih*ii 
for the companies to meet the increase in pay i4 
by an increase in fares. 

The arr**st of Maxim Gorky, Russian nntlior and 
revolutionary, has be«*ii ordered by an investigating 
commission of the Soviet government, sn.rs an Ex- 
ehange Telegrapli dispatch from Cop<>nhageii. The 
IVtrogmd <sirn*si)ondent of tin* Daily Expn*ss re- 
isirts that Gorky’s |i:ipi*r has he<*n suppressed iH*r- 
maiiently. Gorky has h<*<>ii considered the only fn*e 
and coiirag(*ous press critic of I.,(*iiine and Trotzky. 

Federal indictments were returned yesterday at 
New Aork against Dr. Edward A. Riimely, former 
vie<*-presideiit and secretary of tlie New York Alail 
and Express rompaiiy, and S. AValtor Kaiifmaiiu. 
former counsel for tlie German embassy in the 
I iiittsl States, as jiartleipants in the piireliase of the 
Evening Mail for the German government. 

As a sop for tlie establishment of a mouarcliy. 
Germany has offered Finland to use its offices to 
obtain tlie c<*ssioii by Russia of eastern K:ir<*Iia 
on tlie principle of self-determination, but the 
Landtag, wliieli hi^s been summoned to meet August 
5, must decide immediately, ac<-ordiug to a dispateli 
to the I-oiidon Times fn>m Stockholm. 

By a vote of 15 to 4 tlie Cuban S«*iiate last night 
approved of tlie obligatory military service bill 
virtually in tlie same form in wliich it pnss«*d tUi*

half way out, loss one-fifth 



With the Germans now more than half way out 
of the Marne salient, into whieii they marched so 
proudly two months ago. it ber-oraes iMissihh* to 
rt*ekon up tlie gains and losses eniisr'd by tlieir 
drive. Tlie Allies rejsirt 30.(810 prisoners taken. 
Tills would mean total rnsualties of 1.5U.00O. ac- 
cording to the nominl proportion of killed and 
wonnd«*d. This figure is likely to be under ratlier 
taan over tin* actual losses, he<*ausi* in such a con- 
fused fliglit tlie army n*tr**ating is nlwa.vs at a 
disadvantage eompart*d with the pursuers and has 
to sacrifice more men. 

I.iideiidorf is cpMlibly rt*iM>rted to liave had 7.S0.- 
0(8) men on this front so that he has lost already 
nearly one-fifth of his effectives and will hardly 
eseaiie with less tlian a loss of one-qiiarter of his 
forie. or even mort*. Tliis is a serious blow to the 
eiitlp* German army, probably one -twentieth of 
whieli is put out of action for tlu* n*mainder of tin* 
war by this adventure from tin* -Alsne to tlie Marne. 

But the loss in morale is more im|Mirtnnt still. 
Tlie troops defeated wen* no ordiiiar.v levy of fp*sh 
yoiitlis, Tliey were the Kaiser’s favorite soldiers, 
tlie Prussian Guards and pieked shock tniops s<*nt 
here for the express piinxise of hn*aking tlirongh 
the Freneli lino in a drive wlileh tliey suddenly 
found tiiriM*d into an offensive iigainst themselves. 

Tlien there *ls tile effect of siieli .a defeat at 
home, where the German iM*opIe lmv»* so often lieea 
delnd<‘d with pn>mis(*s of victory. The high ooni- 
maiid will find it lianl to explain onc<* more tliat 
tills eriisliiiig defeat was merely a strategic r«*tire- 
ment. Tlie more intelligent will s«*e that Gemany’s 
cause is disinied. Indeed, it is not too much to say 
that Gein*ral Foi-h’s victory brings the end of the 
war appr*H*iably iiear«*r hotli on military and moral 
grounds — possildy witliiii one year instead of two 
or three. — New Y’ork Herald.
